Duties on Diamonds. 


(From Am-rican Economist.) 

A peculiarly interesting object lesson in 
common sense tariff methods is found in 
the operation of that provision of the Ding- 
ley bill which relates to the importation 
of precious stones, notably diamonds. The 
framers of the Wilson bill undertook to 
convert the well known American fond- 
ness for diamonds into an additional source 
of Federal revenue by increasing the du- 
ties on a big scale. On uncut stones, 
which had been coming in free, they put a 
duty of 10 per cent. and on cut stones they 
raised the import tax to 25 per cent. ad 
valorem. The effect of this arrangement 
was contrary to expectation. Instead of 
taking an upward flight, import duties 
dropped like a plummet, until, if one could 
judge by the Custom House figures, the 
importation of cut stones practically ceased. 

The Wilson bill had made the import 
duty on cut stones so high enat it operated 
as a premium on smuggling. 

The Dingley bill corrected the mischiev- 
ous error made by the Wilson bill, and, re- 
ducing the duty on cut stones to Io per 
cent., restores uncut stones to the free list. 
Diamond smuggling has practically ceased, 
and the Federal revenue from precious 
stone importations has nearly doubled. Of- 
ficial figures recently compiled for the local 
Appraiser of the Port of New York show 
that during the month of March, 1808, 
$720,816 worth of diamonds were imported, 
as compared with $102,160 worth imported 
in March, 1897. Of cut stones alone, $481,- 
007 were imported last month, as against 
only $33,957 during the corresponding pe- 


riod a year ago. 

But the most eloquent showing is made 
in the comparison which the Appraiser’s 
statistician institutes between the aggregate 
amount of duties paid into the Government 


Treasury on precious stones during the 
last nine months and during the corres- 
ponding period a year ago Thus the ef-

In making an examination of the eyes 
every optist should begin with the ophthal- 
In every case containing such 
an instrument is a condensing lens of 13 
dioptres focal strength, the purpose of 
which is to direct the light from an Argand 
burner through this strong convex 
spherical lens into the eyes. The method 
for directing the light in this way is called 
an oblique illumination. We examine the 
outer and then the inner canthus; the up- 
per and lower lids; the sclera, cornea, ante- 
rior chamber of the aqueous humor, and 
the anterior pole of the crystalline lens.

Sometimes the 
puncta, the canaliculi and the nasal duct, 
may become inflamed and a stricture of the 
puncta or a mucocele of the duct may take 
place. In either case the tears will flow 
over upon the cheeks, as the proper drain- 
age of the tears is closed. 

2. Diseases of the conjunctiva are some- 
times called Ophthalmia, and as a few va- 
rieties are due to a contagious element, it 
is advisable for an optist to wash his hands 
every time a patient is examined. Oph- 
thalmia neonatorum is an inflammation 
the mucous membrane of the eyes in new- 
born infants caused by the acrid vaginal 
discharges the mother Gonorrheal 
Ophthalmia is caused by the gonococcus 
being transferred into the lids by means of 
unwashed hands. Muco-purulent Ophthalmia 
is sometimes called catarrhal ophthalmia. 
The lids are swollen and red, the eyelids 
seem to the patient to be full of sand, dé-

bris, etc., etc. Membranous Ophthalmia is 
sometimes the so-called diphtheritic oph- 
thalmia. The exudation is of such a char- 


acter as to impair the motion of the eye- 
ball and interfere with nourishment of the 
cornea. Granular Ophthalmia is the malady 
which is called trachoma. This disease is 
due to a specific germ and is a very diffi- 
cult disease to cure. Pannus is the chronic 
form of this disease and is due to the cornea 
being denuded of its epithelial structure. 
Irritative Ophthalmia is due to the local use 
of drugs like atropine, coccaine, etc., etc.

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Meeting of New York State Op 
ticians. 
Annual Election and Discussions Two Interest- 
ing Papers on the Same Subject. 

The fourth annual meeting of the New 
York State Association of Opticians was 
called to order at 2 o'clock p.m., April 20, 
at Yates Hotel, Syracuse, N. Y. Three 
new members were received, a series of lec- 
tures to be given before the society was ar- 
ranged for, and means for increasing the 
membership and influence of the society 
liscussed, 

Two papers were presented one each by 
F. L. Swart, Auburn, and James H. Morse, 
Syracuse, on the same topic, namely: 
“How to Fit up an Optical Office, and 
How to Handle Customers.” The routine 
business and papers having been disposed 
of, the society proceeded with the annual 
election, with the following result: Presi- 
dent, F. L. Swart, Auburn (re-elected); 
vice-president, James H. Morse, Syracuse; 
secretary, Wm. D. Oertel, Syracuse; treas- 
urer, C. B. Hibbard, Pulaski; board of di- 
rectors, consisting of the above named and 
three others, C. J. Fuller, of Phoenix, G 
N. Luckey, of Baldwinsville, and J. W. 
Hoyt, of Hannibal. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the re- 
tiring officers and after congratulatory re- 
marks upon the splendid condition the so- 
ciety finds itself in, both as to the increase 
in membership during the past year and 
good financial standing and benefits derived 
from an attendance at the meetings, ad 
journment was taken until June 15. Two 
new books were added to the optical li- 
brary. The papers read were as follows: 


How to Fit Up an Optical Office and How to 
Handle Customers. 
BY JAMES H. MORSE 


My first move would be to obtain a good 
location in the second story of a nice block 
on a prominent street; either this or an 
office in a house presenting a nice front 
on a street with a lot of doctors. The lat- 
ter step could only be taken provided the 
optician were in good favor with the medi- 
cal fraternity. This favor can usually be 
gained by subsidizing the doctors by a 
promise to only furnish glasses and refer- 
ring all cases requiring treatment to them 
and any case where the examination is not 
wholly satisfactory to the optician and 
where he believes there should be one con- 
nected with the case who understands more 
of the anatomy and physiology of the eye 
than the ordinary optician. Of course the 
doctor receives a commission on all cases 
he sends to you that come to him first for 
treatment 

Having obtained a good location I would 
have either a room divided by a nice parti- 
tion, so that the operating room might be 
wholly separate from the gaze of those who 
might come in during the examination, or, 
if possible, would have double rooms and 
have one for the retiring room and one 


for waiting room. The size of the room, 


provided it is at least 12 feet one way, 
makes but little difference.

at one side of the room and a mirror placed 
dire ctly opposite, test cards behind the 
patient reflecting over into the mirror. 
Of course the test cards would necessarily 
have to be printed reverse so as to reflect 
properly. In a room 20 feet or more the 
arrangement would, of course, be the famil- 
iar one to all opticians 

In the matter of test cards we would ad- 
vise that the optician obtain all the kinds he 
can for long distance, having them hung 
one over the other and having strings 
leading from these cards over to where 
he stands beside the test case near the pa- 
tient, so that after the patient has read one 
card several times that card can be either 
raised or lowered out of sight and another 
card substituted. This will insure the pa- 
tients not reading from memory and is of 
a decided advantage to the optician. 

We would have the patient seated in a 
very comfortable chair with arms, but one 
that stands solid on the floor, without swivel 
or rockers. We would have a very plain, 
one colored linoleum on the floor of the 
operating room, as this is noiseless and 
neat and presents no array of colors. We 
prefer that the walls of the operating room 
should be black, the ceiling as well, and no 
pictures or other ornamentation of this 
kind in the room. 

Near the patient should be a small, neat 
table to hold the test case, with a little shelf 
underneath the top, on which to keep a 
chamois or cloth, as one prefers, to wipe 
the test lenses. The test lenses should be 
chemically clean at all times. 

It is not our province in this article to 
enter into the details of fitting. It becomes 
necessary, however, to continue this sub- 
ject, to mention what we consider a proper 
equipment for the operating room. First 
ll we would mention the retinoscope, 
which can be kept in a small rack or vel- 
vet loop on the side of the wall near the 
test case. Many, however, prefer to carry 
the retinoscope in the pocket in a small 


leather case. 

If the table top be large enough, or in 
some convenient place, we would keep the 
ophthalmoscope, and at one side of the 
room out of the line of vision when the pa- 
tient is looking at the test cards, we would 
have the ophthalmometer. We believe that 
the ophthalmometer is an essential appli- 
ance for the up-to-date optician, for, quot- 
ing the words of a prominent optician in 
Binghamton, whose authority is unques- 
tionable, it saves him three or four days 
actual time out of every month in fitting, 
and also gives an accurate result. 

We have seen in the office of a gentleman 
in the southern part of the State a table ar- 
ranged for use in retinoscopy, which we 
understand is soon to be on the market, 
and we consider this will be one of the fu- 
ture necessary articles in the operating 
room. The only light in the operating 
room should be one protected from the 
eyes of the patient, but so placed that the 
numbers on the test lenses can be read by 
the optician; the other one a light to re- 
flect upon the test cards, also shaded from 
the eyes of the patient. The latter should 
be perfectly placed so as to give an even 
light to the whole card. Passing out from 
the operating room to the waiting room 
this should be neatly furnished, nicely car- 
peted if possible, and kept scrupulously 
clean, provided with a few magazines and 





furnished with an air of refined taste about 
it, with a few comfortable chairs and a con- 
venient place to put wraps. It should have 
a nice mirror where persons can re-arrange 
their hair after having been in the operat- 
ing room, and also note their appearance 
after glasses have been put on. It should 
be in charge of some person while the opti- 
cian is in the other room; generally it wul 
be, found that a young lady could attend to 
this better than any one else. 

When a person enters the front door of 
the office either the optician or the assist- 
ant should meet the person coming in and 
greet them and make them comfortable 
until the time arrives for them to retire to 
the operating room to be fitted. In this 
room the walls could be decorated with 
two or three nice pictures and a large frame 
containing the pictures, under one large 
glass separated by mattings, of the human 
eye as delineated in the book published by 
Ludovic Hirschfield. If the eyes have be- 
come red or tired during the examination 
the patient should be allowed the use of a 
pair of colored glasses to wear home, to be 
returned at some future time. 

The method of approach in conversation 
should be guarded carefully. Many who 
come to the office for an examination are 
very timid and they should not be fright- 
ened, neither should they be treated lightly, 
but in a dignified, skilful way they should 
be interrogated when examined and pre- 
scribed for. Charges should not be exor- 
bitant, neither should they be made at a 
price to try and place the amount a little 
below what some one else would charge. 
Either one will be soon determined by the 
trade and any optician who adopts a false 
method will find that he is obliged to move 
to some other place or will have to live on 
a very small amount. 

Never admit in making examinations or 
afterwards, if glasses should be returned, 
that you could have made a mistake. Al- 
ways insist that the fault is with the patient 
from the fact that your appliances are cor- 
rect, that you have had experience, and that 
if they were to persist in wearing the 
glasses prescribed they would find them- 
selves properly fitted. However, if you 
should find a slight change desirable from 
what you have first prescribed, tell them 
that you will make a slight change for their 
convenience, but even then do not state that 
you should have given them that in the first 
place, as they will lose confidence and never 
come to you again or send any one else.

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subject, but I think there can be no fixed 
rule or set of rules laid down governing 
this important part of an optician’s busi- 
ness, for it depends: 

1. On the size of the city or town in 


which you are located 


2. Location of the room or rooms occu- 
pied 
3. The amount of available space that 


you have to devote to the optical depart- 
ment 

4. The volume of business 

5. Whether strictly optical business or in 
with other stock. 
will permit, there should be a 
reception room and an examin- 
ing room distinctly separate from each 
other, and this can easily be done by hav- 
ing curtains arranged to slide if necessary. 

The waiting room should be as nicely 
furnished and made as home-like as pos- 
sible. It should be carpeted, having plenty 
of chairs, including rockers; a table with 
reading matter, such as a daily paper, late 
magazines, short and comic papers 
thereon. These will keep the minds 
your waiting clients occupied and they will 
be more inclined to wait if you are busy 
with others. A small desk for the use of 
clients, provided Stationery, 
would be a valuable addition to the furnish- 
ings. There should be pictures hung on 
the walls, including your diploma, if 
have one, and your certificate of member- 
ship in the New York State Association 
of Opticians, for you certainly should have 
one of these certificates, and I wish every 
legitimate optician in this State had one

If you do not use all four of 
these instruments have as many of them as 
possible, but you must have a good set of 
trial lenses and know how to use them, 
and I would advise every optician to master 
the retinoscope, as it is certainly the most 
accurate objective test and is easily learned.

Alleged Misrepresentation of Worcester 


China. 





Ao interesting case involving the au- 
thenticity of a pair of Worcester 
vases was before Judge Smith in the West- 
minster County court, London, March 28. 
The plaintiff, J. A. Coombes, a dealer in 
antique china, sued the defendant, one 
Smith, to recover the sum of £35, being the 
price paid for a pair of Worcester vases, 
which he alleged had proved to be an imi- 
tation. The plaintiff was called, and said 
that in January of the present year he saw 
an advertisement in a newspaper relative 
to a quantity of genuine antique china 
which the defendant had for disposal, and 
in due course he called upon him and 
made purchases to the extent of nearly 
£100. So far as the bulk of the goods were 
concerned, he had no cause for complaint, 
but upon submitting the vases in question 
to an expert, he was informed that beyond 
all doubt they were a forgery. He there- 
upon communicated with the defendant on 
the subject, but as he refused to meet him 
in any way, he had no alternative but to 
bring this action for the recovery of his 
money. He did not impute any dishonest 
motive to the defendant; but he contended 
that he must have mistaken as to 
the origin of the articles in question. James 
Hart was called and said he had been a 
dealer in antique china and glass for many 
years past, and after making a careful ex- 
amination of the he had no doubt 
in the world that they were imitations of 
what they were represented to be, and, in 
his opinion, they not worth more 
than £10 at the outside. 

The defence was that the china was gen- 
Worcester, and in support of this 
contention, R. A. White was called, and 
said he had had 20 years’ experience in the 
trade. He, too. had made a thorough 
examination of the vases in dispute, and 
he had no hesitation in sayirg that they 
were genuine. It was true th.e mark upon 
them somewhat indistiact; but as a 
practical man he had no 4oubt as to the 
genuineness of the articies. His Honor 
said the dispute was one which it was very 
dificult for him to settle, and ought to 
have been referred to a jury composed of 
china dealers, but on the whole he thought 
the plaintiff was right, and that a mistake 
had been made as to the origin of the 
china. Judgment therefore would be for 
the plaintiff, for the return of the money 
paid, and the defendant would his
